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REMARKS 



The indication of the allowability of Claims 2 and 4 is noted. No further 
comments with respect thereto are deemed necessary. 

The rejection of Claims 1 and 3 as being anticipated by Huang et al. 
under 35 USC § 102(b) is traversed, and reconsideration thereof is respectfully 
requested. 

The Office Action refers to the structure shown in Fig. 4 of the Huang et 
al. patent. The references does not, however, teach the use of a chamber which 
mixes fuel with fresh air. Instead, the Huang et al. nozzle in Fig. 4 is in the 
form of a main injection nozzle 6 with a so-called non-return effect. The fuel-air 
mixture which has already been mixed, goes into the nozzle for injection into 
the engine cylinder. That is, the Fig. 4 structure merely opens and closes the 
port for injecting the mixture supplied to the nozzle. Thus, it cannot be the 
claimed apparatus in which is mixing chamber is provided with inlets for the 
fuel and fresh air. 

Accordingly, early and favorable action on Claims 1-4 is earnestly 
solicited.
